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STATEMENT 


My paintings are about atmosphere: atmosphere as a pervading 
spiritual mood. They are also about a personal solitude; a particular 
loneliness that is an integral part of that spiritual atmosphere. 

The various moods of the Alberta prairie and foothill landscape 
have had a very strong spiritual and emotional impact upon me. I 
shall never cease to wonder at the vastness of this province; the 
spaciousness of land and sky that reduces one to almost insignificance. 
But I am content with the atmosphere that nature and I have generated 
between us, 

Working towards a unity between the emotional qualities suggested 
by the properties of paint and line and my inner feelings for nature's 
colours and forms, I came to realize that this spiritual atmosphere 
was increasingly becoming a major concern in my work. So much so, 
that my work, although it takes its origin from the natural environment, 
is, as I have said, really about a spiritual and emotional spatial 


environment which I call "atmosphere".
